Runs Against House Rules. 
In his efforts to obtain certain free raw 
materiale and reductions of duties for their 


finished products, the president has run 


against the rules of the house. These pro- 
vide that managers of a conference must con- 


fine themselves to differences submitted to 


them and may not include subjects not with- 
in disagreement, even though germane to 
the question in issue. 

This has been interpreted as confining con- 
ferees to accepting either a house duty or a 


, senate duty or a rate between the two, if the 


‘only difference be that of rate. If an entire 
paragraph has been rewritten by the sen- 
‘ate, then the conferees have the right not 
only to change the language, but the rate as 
well. 
In case of the finished products of hides, 
the senate made no sweeping amendments, 
go that conferees under house rules must 
eonfine themselves to arranging an agree- 
ment between the rates fixed. If this pro- 
cedure were not followed a single point of 
order raised in the house could cause the 


_ rejection of the conference report.

King Counseled Secret Wed- 
ding of Namesake to Prin- 
cess Beatrice and Got 
Church’s Sanction. 


FURIOUS AT OPPOSITION. 


True Story of Romance Wherein 
Royalty Defied Advisers 
Told by Disgraced 
Bridegroom. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO ramon. 

PARIS, July 23.—King Alfonso’s part in 
the romance of his cousin, Prince Alfonso of 
Bourbon-Orleans, the true story of which 
came out today, is likely to startle Europe 
and create a greater sensation than did the 
wedding and subsequent degradation“ * of 
the prince. 

It has been said that the king . his 
consent to the marriage of his relative and 
namesake to the Princess Beatrice of Saxe- 
Coburg. This, it has just been learned, was 
directly the opposite to what he did do. 

King Alfonso not only favored the match 
but advised it. He not only advised it but 
alded and abetted it. Not only did he tell 


the young couple most interested to go ahead 


and get married, but he directed his per- 
sonal influence in obtaining the necessary 
consent of the church. 


Tells Him to Marry Her Anyhow. 
The young ruler, when his administrative 
advisers had said no to the wedding, called 
his cousin to him and asked the latter what 
he intended to do about it in the face of 
governmental opposition. The cousin said 
he was going to marry the girl, it mattered 
not what ministers said or did. With this 
reply the king was highly pleased. He told 
his cousin to proceed, and that he would do 
everything he could to help him in the suc- 
ceeding events. 

The king told his cousin to marry the prin- 
cess secretly and gave him leave of absence 
for that purpose. Then he intervened by 
telegraph with the Bamberg ecclesiastical 
authorities, in whose diocese the marriage 
took place, to procure a dispensation for it. 

This remarkable story was obtained from 
the prince's own lips by a friend a few days 
ago in Munich, where the couple are spend- 
ing their honeymoon. 


First Met at King’s Wedding. 


Prince Alfonso and Princess Beatrice first 
met on the occasion of King Alfonso’s mar- 


proposed 
in a most decided fashion, even declining Wim 


permission to correspond with her. 

Shortly after thie the prince’ entered the 
military school at Toledo and subsequently, 
in 1907, the couple met again at San Sebas- 
tian. Both the queen and the queen mother, 
knowing the prince’s infatuation, espoused 
his cause and sought to induce Beatrice to 
relent. The princess, however, declared that 
she never would change her ‘religion, but 
finally when she said she had no objection 
to rearing her children as Catholics, the queen 
mother replied: 

„ Then there is not the slightest difficulty 
to the union. I always said that if I had had 
a second son he should have married a 
Protestant.“ 

She added that she herself had Protestant 
ancestors. 


Ruler Asks Hand for Cousin. 

Later at La Granja, Kin lf onso formally 
asked the hand of Princess Beatrice for his 
cousin, and when Beatrice on that occasion 
raised the question of religion his majesty 
said: 

I give you my word of honor there will 
not be the slightest difficulty.”’ 

The prince then again proposed and was 
accepted, and the couple, who had not yet ap- 
prised Beatrice’s mother, the duchess of 
Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, with difficulty pre- 
vented King Alfonso from officially announ- 
cing the engagement. 

When he returned to Madrid King Aifonso 
asked Premier Maura what he thought ofthe 
marriage and the premier replied that the 
marriage of an infante of Spain to a Protes- 
tant could not take place on account of the 
difficulties it would cause the government. 
King Alfonso was absolutely furious. 

Princess Beatrice, because of her friend- 
ship for. Queen Victoria, said she would give 
up the Prince and King Alfonso summoned 
the prince to Madrid and asked what it was 
his intention to do in the matter. The prince 
replied that he had given his word to make 
Beatrice his wife and besides his personal 
feelings would not permit him to retire from 
the proposed union and that he intended to 
marry the princess regardless of conse- 
quences. 


Reply Worthy of a Bourbon. 

King Alfonso warmly congratulated the 
prince on his attitude, saying that his reply 
was just what he had expected, that it was 
worthy of a Bourbon, and even if the con- 
stitution prevented him from giving official 
consent to the marriage without the approval 
of his ministers, he, as Alfonso of Bourbon, 
would do everything in his power for the cou- 
ple. 

Princess Beatrice then departed from 
Madrid and Prince Alfonso. upon the advice 
of the king, went to see Pope Pius and asked 
for a dispensation for a mixed marriage. The 
Spanish government, meantime, warned the 
vatican of the proposed union, and the dis- 
pensation neither was granted nor actually 
refused. After this the couple waited pa- 
tiently, considering themselves affianced, as 
also did King Alfonso, who visited Princess 
Beatrice at Munich last summer. 

When the prince graduated from the mill- 
tary school at Toledo July 12 he immediately 
volunteered to go to the front, as the war 
in Morocco had broken out. King Alfonso 
granted the prince a three days’ leave of ab- 
gence before going to Melilla and urged him 
secretly to marry Princess Beatrice, declar- 
ing that he would wire the bishop of Bam- 
berg to grant a dispensation. 

Ceremony Occurs at Coburg. 

Prince Alfonso arrived in Coburg July 16 
and the civil marriage took place that morn- 
ing.

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FIND HAZING AT WEST POINT 


Army Officers Report on Condi- 
tions at U. S. Military Academy. 


M REFUSES TO ‘TALK. 


Cadet Sutton, Badly Hurt, Insists He 
Could Not Identify Tormentors. 


New York, July 23.—[Special.j]—The board 
of army officers, appointed several weeks ago 
to investigate hazing conditions at the United 
States Military academy, has handed its re- 
port to Col. Hugh L. Scott, the superintend- 
ent. 

The report contains the statement that 
hazing still exists at West Point. It takes up 
several hundred pages, it is said, but \the 
board, of which Lieut. Col. Sibley, the com- 
mandant of cadets, is president, makes no 
recommendations as to the nature of the 
punishment to be meted out to those cadets 
who may have been found guilty of hazing 
in one form or another. The commandant 
sent it back with instructions to the board to 
make recommendations. 

The inquiry is the result of an injury re- 
ceived by Cadet Sutton of Oregon, a brother 
of the United States marine officer whose 
death at Annapolis two years ago is now 
under investigation by the navy department. 


Hazers Jump on Cadet. 

Cadet Sutton was badly injured by being 
jumped on and is still in the hospital, al- 
though his condition is greatly improved. 
He was called before the Sibley board, but 
he proved a poor witness so far as hazing 
was concerned, He maintained he had not 
recognized the cadets who had assailed him 
and said he did not consider the incident as 
hazing. 

The result was that the Sibley board was 
unable to identify those concerned in the 
affair. Sutton's failure to identify those who 
so seriously hurt him made him most popular 
among the cadets. 

Neither Col. Scott nor any member of 
the hazing board would discuss the investi- 
gation or the report today, saying that wnat- 
ever was given out must come from the war 
department in Washington. It was learned, 
however, that more than 100 cadets were ex- 
amined under oath, and rumor says the 
document contains the names of perhaps a 
dozen young men who may, later on, wish 
they had not been so familiar with poor 
little plebes.”’ 


“Horse Stunt“ Is Unearthed. 
Some things unearthed by the board are 
funny. There were no ant tricks this year, 
but there was a horse stunt that will go 
down in West Point history as one of the 


through. A big, strong cadet from a western 
state is in the academy, and although heisa 
first year man it was his quick wit that made 
this horse trick possible. 

One of the questions now asked of the new 
cadet is:

NAVY RESTS IN SUTTON TRIAL. 

Annapolis, Md., July 28.—The navy prac- 
tically rested its case today in the investiga- 
tion of the circumstances surrounding the 
death of Lieut. James N. Sutton of Portland, 
Ore., who was adjudged a suicide by the first 
naval board of inquiry nearly two years ago. 
After a short session today Commander John 
Hood, U. 8. N., president of the court of 
inguiry, adjourned the hearing until Mon- 
day. 

“We are entirely satisfied with the prog- 
res and development of the case, said 
Henry E. Davis of Washington, counsel for 
Lieut. Sutton's mother. We have discov- 
ered nothing in the way of surprises, and 
what has developed in the nature of the 
‘unexpected has been confirmatory of our 
opinion of the affair and has strengthened 
our belief that Lieut. Sutton was killedina 
duel.’’ 


REPORTS SEEING AEROPLANE 
OVER CHICAGO AT MIDNIGHT. 


Mrs. H. A. Johnson Declares Figure of 
Man Was Visible in Light of Power- 
ful Lamp on Machine. 


Mrs. H. A. Johnson, who lives at 1722 Ken- 
more avenue, reported at midnight that she 
saw an aeroplane moving rapidly in a north- 
westerly direction above Kimball and Mont- 
roge avenues. She said the man in the aero- 
plane was distinctly visible in a bright light, 
which she thought came from a powerful elec- 
tric lamp. 

Half an hour later, she said, the machine 
was stil visible from her home and seemed 
to be going in the same general direction, 
except that, it had risen. She said it also was 
seen by ber sister, Mrs. L. Cummins of 2833 
Ashland avenue. 

“We were sitting up late, talking on the 
front porch,” said Mrs. Johnson, “and 
noticed a bright light. At first I thought it 
Was an unusually bright star and then I saw 
it Was moving. When I watched it closely 
I could see the form of a man in the light. 

„The machine seemed to be going in about 
the same direction as the wind was blowing, 
but it was apparently traveling faster than 


it would be carried by the wind. I am quite 


sure it was not a balloon.“ 

Inquiries made at Irving Park, Evanston, 
Rogers Park. and Summerdale failed to dis- 
cover any one else who had seen a wander- 
ing aeroplanist.

Proper Sewage Disposal Not Up to 
Government.“ 


Washington, July 23.— [Special I Main- 
taining that most of the objectionable ma- 
terial dredged from the Chicago river con- 
sists of deposits coming from sewers and 
flushing conduits of the city, the government 
engineers’ department will recommend to 
the secretary of war the refusal of the war 
department to bear the added cost of hauling 
dredged materia! from the Chicago river toa 
dumping point where it cannot be considered 
a menace to the health of the populace. 

“If the United States is willing to dredge 
and remove such deposits in the interests of 
navigation, it seems that the city of Chicago 
should be willing to pay any extra cost of 
disposal that arises from sanitary require- 
ments,“ says Major Thomas H. Rees, 
engineer officer at Chicago, in a report just 
received from him. 

Major Rees was ordered to report to the 
chief of engineers upon the feasibility and 
desirability of depositing dredgings from the 
Chicago river either behind the breakwaters 
off Lincoln park or at a point eight miles out 
in the lake, where the water attains a depth 
of sixty feet. He also was asked to submit 
maps and descriptions of the intake tubes of 
Chicago's water system, and to discuss the 
proposal recently, made by Health Commis- 
sioner W. A. Evans for keeping the drink- 
ing water of the city from contamination. 


Assistant Is Against Plan. 

Maj. Rees incloses a report compiled by G. 
A. M. Lilgencrang, assistant engineer, in 
which the whole matter of dredging at Chi- 
cago and its vicinity is discussed at length. 

In the course of his report Mr. Lilgencrans 
hazards observations about the sanitation of 
Chicago's water supply which may be dis- 
turbing to its citizens. He calls attention to 
the fact that the seoretary of war has given 
instructions only for an investigation of 
dredge dumpings, and says: 

No mention is made of sewage emptying 
into the lake in several sections near the in- 
takes, and yet such sewage is probably many 
times more responsible than any dredged 
materials for the pollué‘cn of the water sup- 
ply.“ 


“Pumps Are Not Active Enough.” 

* Material from the south fork of the river 
branch unquestionably is of a most offensive 
character,“ says the report, but would be 
far less so if the large pumps of the pump- 
ing station at Thirty-ninth street and Lake 
Michigan were operated to their full ea 
pacity, which le not done, although twa 
pumps at that station transfer the sewage 
from the intercepting sewer at this place to 
the east arm of the south fork and thence to 
this fork, where a considerable portion settles 
from lack of sufficient flushing and is left for 
the government to remove, instead of being 
carried down the drainage canal as pro- 
jected.” n 

Contracts Name Dumping Grounds. 

Contracts at present in force in connec- 
tion with the deepening of the Chicago river 
require the dredgers to dump as near the 
shore as practicable and about 1,000 feet or 
less therefrom in the dumping ground be- 
tween the prolongation of Sixteenth and 
Twenty-second streets.“ 

It is a seven mile haul to this point from 
the north branch, and nine and one-half 
miles from the south branch work. Mr. LI 
gencranz reports that to require the’con- 
tractors to take dredged materia! eight miles 
into the lake would not be burdensome as 
to distance, but would subject them to great 
riske as regards their operating plants. main-

‘Mother Wanted to Wed 
Man She Eloped With. 


SISTER DENIES THE STORY 


Aceused Woman Declared Wit- 
ness Against W. N. Smith, 
Her Brother.

Jealousy was given yesterday by Mrs. 
| Agnes C. Mayfield as the explanation of the 
circumstances which led to her arrest on a 
charge of shooting her mother, Mrs. Ger- 
trude A. Hinkley. 

In a cell at the Hyde Park police station 
Mrs. Mayfield added voluminously to her first | 
version of the development of an intense 
hatred between herself and the other mem- 
bers of the family. 

Mrs. Mayfield eloped with Dr. R. Newton 
Mayfield, a man as old as her mother, in 
February, 1908, according to her own story of 
the family quarrel. She asserted that her 
mother loved the man at that time and had 
not changed her attitude since the marriage. 

Another daughter of Mrs. Hinkley, Mrs. 
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Detective Indicted as Bribe Taker 


H. Sheldon Peck, speaking for her mother 
who had not recovered from her wound su- 
ciently to talk, denied the story of materna! 
jealousy and declared that Mrs. Mayfield | 
was oniy talking for effect because of the 
charge made against her. 


Business Feud Also Appears. 
The family feud as ‘described was said to 
be more acute because of business rivalry 
for the contro} of the Colorado Mining com- 
pany and the Colorado Penoles Tunnel and 
Mining company, in which nearly all the 
members of the family are stockholders. | 
Mrs. Mayfield and her husband were arrayed 
on one side, according to her explanation, 
while her mother, Dr. and Mrs. Peck and 
Samuel R. Smith and Wiliam Neal Smith, 
Mrs. Hinkley’s sons, were on the other. 
The appearance of Mrs. Mayfield before 
Commissioner Foote in the federal building 
on Thursday bears out the story of the family 
feud, inasmuch ag she admitted that she went 
there voluntarily for the purpose of giving 
testimony against her brother, William Neal 
Smith, who was arrested on July 8 by post- 
ofiice inspectors on a charge of using the 
United States mails to defraud in the promo- 
tion of the San Luis Land and Cattle com- 
pany and the El Maiz Sugar Plantation com- 
pany. 
Mrs. Mayfield denied that she came to Chi- 
cago from Mexico for the pur pose of giving 
evidence against her brother, but admitted 
that she had told her motcer cf her purpose 
to testify against him. 


Mrs. Mayfield’s Explanation. 
Characterizing the charges against her— 
that she shot Mrs. Hinkley with intent to 
kill on Wednesday afternoon—as absurd, 
Mrs. Mayfield explained that the possible 
motives for such an act were all on the other 


supposed jealousy. 

The trouble is that my mother was 80 in- 
discreet as to fall in love with the men I mar- 
led, she said in a burst of confidence after 


troubles in the family. 

We met Dr. Mayfield during a trip 
through Mexico,”” she continued. ‘‘ We saw 
much of him afterward. I knew mother 


and when we returned home she refused to 

speak io us for two days. 

After the marriage she came frequently 

to our house and seemed to seek the company 

of Dr. Mayfield.. On the occasion of these 

visits she would put her arms arourd his 
neck and kiss him and tell me I should be 


“Then she would get angry if I appeared 
when she was alone with him. Once she be- 
came so angry that she struck me on the 
head. I was convinced that she hated me 
for marrying him and I cried for hours. 


Calls Mother an Agitator. 

She tried to make me get a divorce from 
him. She tried to get him to give her half 
of his property, but he gave it to me. She 
tried to get the mining property away from 
us, so that he could not support me. When 
I came to Chicago for several months she 
got her son, Sam, who was in Mexteo with 
my husband, to help her. He wrote me let- 
ters telling me that Dr. Mayfield during 
my absence was paying attentions to other 
women. I would not believe it, and I re- 
fused to ask for a divorce. 

“This would not indicate that I shot my 
mother, for my husband still loved me. It 
rather would tend to show a reason why my 
mother should want me out ofthe way. But 
I will not say my own mother ever thought 
of harming me. I would not make such an 
accusation, though her twin sister, Mrs. J. 
L. Hutchinson of Streator, III., advised me in 
a letter to beware of her.“ 

Attempted suicide was Mrs. Mayfield’s 
theory of the shot which wounded her moth- 
er. She says when she heard the shot she 
came out of her bathroom and her mother 
was facing her. She argues that the shot 


mother’s head, and that it was a physical 
impossibility that the daughter could have 
fired the shot. 

It was Mrs. Mayfield who made the first 
report to the police that her mother had been 
shot. 


Much to Worry Mrs. Hinkley. 

* “Some of my friends have suggesied that 
Mrs. Hinkley was intending to shoot me and 
that she accidentally shot herself,“ said the 
daughter. She had much to worry her, 
her business troubles and her hatred toward 
me. One of her sons was uncer arrest and 
the other had given her much trouble. I be- 
lieve she was despondent and attempted to 
end her own life. If she has accused me I be- 
lieve she cid it at the instigation of other 
members of the family.“ 

Mrs. Peck, the other daughter, declared 
there was no word of truth in this story told 
by Mrs. Mayfield and said it was merely 
concected for effect and to bid for sympathy.

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SHEA SPED T0 CBLL BY COURT 


Judge Bitter in Sentencing For- 
mer Boss to Sing Sing. 


SAYS RIDDANCE AIDS LABOR. 


Chicago Woman’s Assailant Given d to 
25 Years in Prison. 


New York. July 23.—[Special.]—Corneltus 
P. Shea, the convicted labor leader, was 
sentenced by Judge Foster in general ses- 


' sions today to serve not less than five nor 


more than twenty-five years in Sing Sing 
for attempting the murder of Alice Walsh, 
whom he stabbed twenty-seven times on 
May 21. In pronouncing sentence the court 
bitterly scored the prisoner. 

Shea was the leader of the turbulent strike 
of teamsters that resulted in loss of life 
and property in Chicago several years ago. 
He once was president of the Internationa) 
Brotherhood of Teamsters and more recently 
secretary of the union in this city. Alice 
Walsh, formerly a waitress in Chicago, came 
here to live with Shea. 

The law under which Shea was tried was 
enacted shortly after the assassination of 
President McKinley. It was intended to 
cover assaults inflicted with intent to mur- 
der, but few cases have been tried under it. 


Labor Service Plea for Him. 


Shea’s counsel asked the court to deal 
mercifully with the defendant on the ground 
of alleged services to the cause of labor. It 
was mentioned that he once obtained an in- 
crease in wages for the longshoremen of New 
Orleans. The prisoner stood in sullen silence 
when the court asked if he had anything to 
say. Judge Foster said: 

“Shea, you have had a fair trial. More: 
you have had the benefit of much evidence 
that was inadmissible, but which was ad- 
mitted in order that no injustice might be 
done. The jury had no other course than to 
find you guilty. You brutishly and wantonly 
tried to cut to pleces the woman who loved 
you. 

‘Your services to humanity are urged here 
on your behalf, because you were active in 
the cause of labor. I yield to none in respect 
for the dignity of labor and its right to organ- 
ize. , 

Gained Power by Savagery. 

# But there is a prejudice that we must ad- 
mit exists in this community against organ- 
ized labor because such men as you dominate 
it with your brutal methods and offensive 
personality until a part of the community 
has come to look on organized labor as or- 
ganized brutality, bringing about victories 
by brute methods. That is wrong. None is 
more honorable or honest than the average 
laboring man. 

‘You gained your ascendency in the cause 
of labor by the savagery that has been 
abundantly manifested in your private lite. 
I believe that I am helping the cause of labor 
by ridding it of such a man as you and sena- 
ing you to state’s prison.”

POLICE TOLD ‘IGNORE MAYOR’ 


Kenosha Commission Direets the 
Foree to Obey Only Board. 


STRIKE RIOTING IS ENDED. 


Troops in Readiness Helps in the Gen- 
eral Desire for Compromise. 


Kenosha, Wis., July 23.—[Special.]—Be- 
cause of the executive's attitude, deelared to 
favor the N. R. Allen's Sons company tannery 
strikers, the police and fire cemmission, head- 
ed by Z. G. Simmons. a leading manufacturer, 
instructed the police tonight to ignore Mayor 
Scholey and obey no orders except from the 
commission. 

The mayor, it is asserted, threatened to 
withdraw police protection from the plant 
unless the peace terms proposed by the strik- 
ers were accepted. 

There was no sign of a recurrence of vio- 
lence during the day, and the company 
officials and the strikers have been working 
under a flag of truce. 

The nearness of the troops, which are 
held in Milwaukee ready for call, and the 
prompt action of the police in using fire- 
arms on Thursday seem to have taken much 
of the fight out of the strikers, and, while 
most of them still seem to be unwilling to 
return to work, enthusiasm is lacking. 


Backbone of Strike Broken. 

At a big meeting tonight the strikers fina)- 
ly spit into three sections. The more con- 
servative voted for further conferences. The 
radicals demanded that the committee de- 
vote its efforts to getting the men now at 
work to join the ranks of the strikers. Those 
of the third faction, it is predicted, will re- 
turn to. work on Saturday. 

This split in the ranks of the strikers has 
confirmed the opinion of the officials of the 
company that the backbone of the strike is 
broken, and that the end is in sight. 

The buffers, numbering fifty men, notified 
the president of the company late today that 
they would return to work in the morning 
at the old scale with a promise of protection. 

During the day the strikers sent two com- 
munications to the company asking for small 
increases in wages, and asking that the time 
they lost during the two days and a half of 
the strike be allowed to them, but both ap- 
peals were rejected. 


Strikers Ask New Parley. 

The strikers asked for another parley. 

President John Humphrey of the state 
board of arbitration reached Kenosha this 
morning, and was present at the confer- 
ences this afternoon. 

An armed guard still is in charge at the 
plant. Several arrests were made during 
the day.

In the impresario was pleased 
with the attitude of other and more western 
cities, including Denver, which was reported 
to have offered $500,000 for two weeks of 
grand opera, which it cannot obtain unless 
the Chicago permanent quarters are estab- 
lished, as Colorado at present is not on the 
grand opera map. 


Press Agent’s Version. 

Joseph ‘Basch, chairman of the ways ein 
means committee of the Chicago Association 
of Commerce,” wrote the press agent, who 
was one of the conferees today, will hold 
further conferences with the Chicago men 
who are undertaking to make this ambitious 
project a reality.”

He is a wonderful 
man. 

Before Mr. Hammerstein went east he 
named Max Rabinoff as his local representa- 
tive.

COURT HEARING ON MONDAY 


Charge of Blocking Road Follows Fine 
fur Auto Speeding. 


Geneva, the summer home of many wealthy 
Chicagoans, hummed with gossip yesterday 


Dickinsons and the N. H. Van Sicklens— 
leaders of the older and newer social sets of 
the picturesque Fox river community—prog- 
ressed to the stage of verbal pyrotechnics. 

More than one aristocratic ear must have 
tingled, because cutting things were said. 
The villagers joined in the controversy, tak- 
ing sides and making perfectly plain remarks 
about the Van Sicklens and the Dickinsons. 

The present trouble began Tuesday, when 
Charles Van Sicklen whigzed by the Dickin- 
son home, whico stands in.

Mrs. Dickinson, sitting on the broad ver- 
anda of her home, gasped with astonishment 
and exasperation. She secured a part of a 
tree (she says it was a small limb; the Van 
Sicklens say it was an entire tree) and had 
it rolled acrose the Batavia road in front of 
her home. 


Blocks Road with Stones. 


She placed stones (she admits they were 
larger than pebbles, but not as large as 
boulders, the Van Sicklens assert) at either 
end of the limb—or tree. Then she waited } 
for the speeder—not knowing, of course, that 
he was none other than the young Mr. Van 
Sicklen. 

By and by, Mr. Van Sicklen in a low built 
and long machine of fifty horse power, dashed 
into view from the direction of Batavia. 
Mrs. Dickinson, from her front yard, waved 
her handkerchief to signal the autoist of the 
probable danger, but Van Sicklen, not being 
on speaking terms, did not tarry. Instead, he 
took the bump.

An investigator yesterday reported to City 
Controller Walter H. Wilson an O. K.“ on 
the free telephone service in police stations, 
and a legal opinion was given him that.the 
County was not entitled to the 50 per cent 
reduction it had been receiving on its tel- 
ephone service, 

A partial explanation for one of the ques- 
tions fired by Ald. W. J. Pringle, chairman 
of the council commifjee on gas, oil, and elec- 
trio light, was advanced, but at the same time 
the first benefit from the agitation against 
the Chicago Telephone company became ap- 
parent. 

An opinion from Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Boord that under its franchise the 
telephone company has no right to give a 
reduced rate to Cook county any more than 
it has to any other subscriber means that 
the county board may be compelled to pay 
to the company about $15,000 in addition to 
the payments already made for the service

County Only a Subscriber. 

“The county is only a subscriber of the 
company,’’ said Corporation Counsel Ed- 
ward J. Brundage, “and it could not be 
given a reduced rate any more than John 
Jones could. The ordinance provides that 
there shall be no discrimination in rates, and 
in this case the reduced rate means a dis- 
tinct loss to the city.” 

Mr. Wilson said he had not received a 
copy of the opinion from the corporation 
counsel's office, but added that if it was as it 
had been represented to him there was little 
doubt the city would insist on the collection 
of the full bill from the county for the past 
as well as in the future. 

President William A. Busse of the county 
board expressed surprise that the telephone 
company had not the right to make à re- 
duced rate to the county. He said the ar- 
rangement had been in existence several 
years and that he could not predict the atti- 
tude of the commissioners if an attempt is 
made to collect full charges for the service.

LISBON, July 23.— The power of love was 
demonstrated and an American girl was de- 
prived of a chance to become a queen, when 
Prince Miguel of Braganza, eldest son of 
the Portuguese pretender, today renounced 
forever his rights to the throne of Portugal in 
order to marry Miss Anita Stewart, daugh- 
ter of Mrs. James Henry Smith of New York. 

The engagement, which was announced on 
July 9, was the culmination of a real love- 
at-first-sight ’’ romance. 

The young persons became acquainted less 
than three months ago when Miss Stewart 
and her mother were crossing from Calais 
to Dover with their new Parisian frocks for 
the London season. The prince knew noth- 
ing of the Americans nor they of him, but he 
ws instantly attracted by the young woman. 
He was on pins and needles for an introduc- 
tion. 

The prince moved heaven and earth in his 
endeavors to get some opening to speak. 
None came, the Americans assuming a 
haughty attitude which proved to him he 
must not advance. When they arrived at 
Dover he attempted to travel in their car- 
riage.

As the question of hides is giving the com- 
mittee more trouble than any other of the 
schedules that have claimed the attention of 
the president, it was discussed first. The 
discussicn had not proceeded far before it 
was developed that the differences between 
the two houses.were almost irreconcilable 
unless boots and shoes and other leather 
goods should be greatly reduced if hides were 
to go on the free list.

After the duty has been fixed on hides and 
leather goods little difficulty is apprehended 
in reaching an agreement to put oll on the 
free list and in compromising upon a duty of 
about 45 cents a ton on coal, a rate of $1.25 
a thousand feet on rough lumber, with pro- 
portionate differen‘ials, and a rate of about 
$3 a ton on print paper. iron ore is expected 
to give more trouble than any of these sub- 
jects except hides.

Asquith Deelares Public Opinion in 
England Opposes Customs Impost.

LONDON, July 23.—Addressing a meeting 
of city men this afternoon in defense of the 
budget, Premier Asquith declared the only 
alternative offered to Chancellor Liloyd- 
George’s proposals for raising the new rev- 
enue necestsry was the introduction of a 
tariff, but the Liberals, he said, would not 
look at any suggestions for a tariff. 

“Two great countries, the two greatest 
commercial rivals we have in the world,” 
continued the premier, have been trying 
their hands at tariff fabrications for the last 
two or three years. Germany for two years 
has had.in operation a full blown scientific 
tariff, and Germany’s deficit is much greater 
than our own, and it has already caused the 
downfall of one of the most powerful min- 
isters in Europe. 


Dissatisfaction in America. 

And if we look on the other side of the 
Atlantic, they have just completed a re- 
vision of’ the Dingley tariff. It is not for 
us to speak disrespectfully or find pleasure 
and complaceny in the troubles, struggles, 
and misfortunes of our friends and neigh- 
bors, but when we are told that the sovereign 
remedy for our financial troubles is to create 
in Great Britain what has been created in 
Germany and what is just being re-created 
in America—a genera! tariff—we are entitled 
to look to the expereience of those who have 
adopted these methods. 

And what is the case of the new American 
tariff? Why, as far as I can make out it is 
universally condemned by the whole Ameri- 
can press and regarded by American people 
as a triumph of particular interests over 
general interests, for they see trusts and 
mouopolies reintrenched and reinforced in 
their long and tod-victoriocus campaign 
against the consumer.” 


__ Public Opinion Strong. 

Mr. Asquith added that unless there was a 
revolutionary change in public opinion here 
it would be impossible to carry a general 
tariff through the British house of commons.

Hughes Calls Tribunal to Determine 
Action Begun by State to Prevent 
Pumping of Carbonic Acid Gas. 


Albany, N. T., July 23.—With a view to 
bringing about a prompt trial of the pending 
actions instituted by the state to prevent the 
continued pumping of carbonic acid at 
Saratoga Springs, Gov. Hughes today called 
an extraordinary special term of the Su- 
preme court to beheld in Albany on Sept. 20. 

The action followed a suggestion by the 
commissioners of the Saratoga state reserva- 
tion, appointed recently by the governor to 
acquire springs at the Spa for which $600,000 
was authorized by the legislature. The com- 
missioners, Spencer Trask, Edward M. Shep- 
ard, and F. N. Godfrey, state that under the 
continued pumping they cannot correctly 
value the spring properties or proceed to ac- 
quire them. and will not do so until the valid- 
ity and effect of the anti-pumping law shali 
be settled. 

Pointing out that for many years Saratoga 
was by far the most Important health and 
summer resort in the United States, the com- 
mission says: 

“There seems to be no doubt that these 
advantages to the state and to Saratoga it- 
self have in late years been largely lost by 
reason Of the interference with the natural 
flow of the waters by those desiring to make 
some springs profitable at the expense of 
others. It is the view of some experts—al- 
though this view we are not prepared to ac- 
cept—that if the present situation continues 
much longer the reputation of the springs at

Chicago Union Hears Average 
Earnings Are $897.9 Year. 


OOMPLY WITH 10 HOUR LAW. 


Officiais of Armour & Oo. to Regulate 
Women’s Work. 


That prosperity has been the rule in the 
printers’ trade during the last year was shown 
in a report made by Secretary- Treasurer 
J. W. Haye of the International Typographi- 
dal union, which was received yesterday. by 
officers of the Chicago Typographical union 
No. 16. 

The report shows that the average earn- 
ings of each member of the union for the year 
was $807, which probably is the highest an- 
nual average of any organized trade in the 
country. The average number of members 
in good standing during the year, the report 
states, was 44,921, and the average member- 
ship for the last three months is given as 
47,174. ” 

The average annual income of the printers 
for the year is calculated from the one-half 
of one per cent tax every member of the 
union paye on his wages into the old age 
pension fund of the international union. A 
total of $60,560 was paid out for old age pen- 
sione during the year, leaving a balance in the 
pension fund of $159,767. 


Comply with Ten Hour Law. 

Officials of Armour & Co. during the day 
notified Edgar T. Davies, chief of the state 
department of factory inspection, that they 
are satisfie? with Mr. Davies’ ruling on the 
application of the new ten hour law to the 
women employed in the various departments 
of the stockyards packing plant and that 
they will comply with the law at once. 

“The law and the ruling of Mr. Davies 
are perfectly satisfactory to the company.“ 
said an attaché of the legal department. 
“ The ten hour arangement, however, will be 
a hardship on many women and girls in the 
busy season, when they have a chance of 
making up the wages they lose in dull sea- 
sons, when the hours are cut short. 

Many of the girls clamor for a chance 
of working overtime 80 as to equallse their 
pay and make up for their short pay in dull 
seasons, We shall comply with the law,

LONDON, July 24, 8 a. m.—The Peking cor- 
respondent of the Times says President Taft's 
telegram concerning the Chinese loan has 
stirred up the Chinese, Upon its reception 
the regent for the first time summoned the 
whole of the board of foreign affairs in audi- 
ence and showed considerable anxiety, for if 
this policy to drift continues he realizes that 
he may receive less friendly warnings direct 
from other rulers. 

Prince Ching, whose neglect of his high 
duties as president of the board of foreign 
affairs does China much dishonor, discussed 
affairs with the British minister, Sir John 
Jordan, on Tuesday, for the first time since 
the latter’s arrival three years ago. Sir John 
gravely, warned him of the risk China is run- 
ning by failure to enforce the orders of the 
central government upon the provinces. 

President Taft's telegram was directly due 
to the intrigues of the Deutech-Asiasiche 
bank, whose influence over the Hongkong 
and Shanghai banks is injurious to British in- 
terests in China. Their agent induced Chang 
Chih Tung to write a dispatch to the board of 
foreign affairs, saying that unless drrange- 
ments speedily were made with America re- 
specting its participation in the loan he would 
proceed to attach his signature to the final 
contract, notwithstanding American protest, 
or would relinquish the scheme altogether. 

This dispatch, coupled with the uncertain 
action of the board of foreign affairs, 
promptly was cabled to Washington and 
called forth Taft's excellent and. opportune 
message. '

MANY WORKERS ARE BURIED 
IN COLLAPSE OF BUILDING. 
Three Bodies Are Recovered from the 


Ruins of Structure Which Fell in 
the Russian Capital. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 23.—A six-story 
house in course of construction here fell to- 
day, durying a large number of workmen in 
the ruins. 

Three bodies were recovered and fourteen 
others are definitely known to be still buried 
under the débris.

RIGHT HAN D ROAD 


Will Abandon Its Old Custom 
of Running Trains on the 
Left Track. 


UNIFORMITY IS THE AIM. 


Only One Line in America, the 
Northwestern, Sticks to 
‘English Precedent. 


Left handed” trains will be given up by 
the Lake Shore railway in a few days. The 
switches and signals are being rebuilt ard 
all trains will be run on the right hand track, 


| as they are on every other railroad of conse- 


quence in the country except one—the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern. 

“The transfer from the left hand to the 
right hand track will be made next Sunday 
or that following,” Vice President C. B. 
Schaff of the Lake Shore said last night. 
“It has been considered advisable to make 
the change to secure uniformity of operation 
on the Lake Shore itself and with other 
New York Central lines. 

Lake Shore trains now run on the right 
hand track to Englewood, where they pass 
ever to the left track. At every junction 
point with another double track railway we 
find some complications, for the other line 
always runs right handed.“ 

Asked the reason for the adoption of left 
handed trains in the first instance, Mr. Schaff 
said: 

The custom is older on the Lake Shore 
thanIam. It seemsto have come down from 
the first days of the road’s hist It is 
believed it was adopted in imitation of Eng- 
lish custom, as roads in Great Britain gen- 
erally are ‘left handed.’ I understand the 
reason there given is that the arrangement 
throws the engineers on the inside, where 
they have a better view of other engines and 
of the track. 

“I know of no other road east of Chicago 
that runs its trains left handed,’ and, so 
far as I know, the Northwestern will be the 
only line jn the country continuing the cys- 
tom when we give it up.’ 


Would Prevent Car Shortage. 

Although there are at present 260,000 idle 
freight cars in the United States, Canada, 
and Mexico, according to the reports of the 
American Railway association, traffic ton- 
nage has been increasing so rapidly of late 
that railroad officials are taking steps to 
prevent possible car shortage this fall. 
Especial attention is being devoted to the 
coal traffic. 

Remembering the coal famine of the win- 
ter of 1906-1907 in the northwest, the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific railways 
urge dealers to lay in fuel supplies now, be- 
fore the fall crop movement begins. The 
following circular has deen issued by the 
Great Northern: 

“We desire to impress upon all concerned 
the importance of placing orders for and 
securing movement of coal during the 
months of July and August, when railway 
equipment is available, in order to prevent 
a shortage of transportation facilities this 
fall. 

The indications point to an exceptionally 
heavy grain and other traffic movement, 
and shippers, dealers, and consumers of coal 
should give this subject of prompt placing 
of their coal orders and filling to full capac- 
ity available storage space careful consid- 
eration, as transportation facilities will 
doubtless be heavily taxed and car short- 
age created unless as much coal as possible 
is moved from the docks before the heavy 
fall business is upon us.’ 


New Local Passenger Service. 

Local passenger service between Seattle, 
Tacoma, and St. Paul probably will be started 
by the Chicago, Milwaukee and Puget Sound 
railway within the next thirty cays, according 
to a statement made by Traffic Manager R. 
M. Calkins. Through passenger service 
from Chicago to the Pacific coast is not ex- 
pected before next summer. Freight ship- 
ments from Chicago to Seattle are now sent 
on the schedule of 176 hours. 

It is announced that the daily merchan- 
dise car from Chicago to Atlanta, Ga., via 
the Panhandle, Louisville and Nashville, and 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis roads, 
has been resumed on a schedule of 51% hours. 
This car handles less than carload shipments 
for Atlanta proper, as well as for points in 
Georgia, Florida and North and South Caro- 
lina. 

The western roads have decided to extend 
the final return limit on the reduced sum- 
mer tourist fares to California from Oct. 31 
to Nov. 10, on all tickets sold after Sept. 1. 


HIGHER LEVY FOR PAWNERS | 


Reviewers Look Up Brokers to 
Increase Assessments, 


LEGAL POINT IN PLEDGES. | ic 
Loan Banks Protest They Are Not Real 
Owners of Property. 


The board of review began looking up the 
pawnbrokers of Chicago yesterday with a 
view to summoning them to show why their 


assessments should not be raised. The as 


sessors have returned a list of eighty-two 
pawnbrokers, and the reviewers believe their 


| assessments are far too low. 


A legal question is involved in the taxing 
of the personal property in the possession 
of pawnbrokers, some of them having set up 
the claim that they are only “ custodians," 
and should not be assessed for property likely 
to be redeemed by the real owners within a 
short time. The board will refer this ques- 
tion to County Attorney Lewis for an opinion 
prior to calling in the loan bank proprietors. 

Of the assessments against pawnbrokers, 
the largest is that of the First State Pawners' 
society. The valuation on its personality is 
placed by the assessors at $440,976, as against 
$401,382 last year. 


Pawner Assessed $200,000. 

The Chicago State Pawners’ association 
follows with an assessment: of $200,000, as 
against $175,000 one year ago 

Frank's Collatera: Loan — is assessed 
at $100,000, being an increase of $25,000 over 
the assessors’ figures of last year. The United 
States Loan bank of the D. M. Berstein 
estate was granted a reduction from $18,000 
a year ago to $12,500 this year. 

One of the heaviest assessed loan banks 
outside of the loop district is the Alhambra 
Loan bank, 1916 State street, against which 
the assessors returned a valuation of $10,500, 
an increase of $500 over the assessors’ fig- 
ures a year ago. It is believed by the re- 
viewers, however, that the figures on this 
particular loan bank should be considerably 
higher, it being located near the red light 
district, where the pawn business is believed 
to be flourishing, 


Would Tax Traction Fund. 

William F. Struckmann, assistant county 
attorney, is preparing to go before the state 
board of equalization at Springfield in Sep- 
tember and demand that the 55 per cent of 
the net receipts of the Chicago City railway 
company and the Chicago Railways com- 
pany which was paid to the city this year 
be taxed for the benefit of the county, state, 
sanitary district, parks, and other taxing 
bodies, which usually share in taxes as- 
sessed upon Chicago property. 

Mr. Struckmann estimates that such a tax 
would bring in $360,000, of which the city 
would get back again for city, school, and 
library purposes all except $135,000.

County Treasurer Thompson in ten days 
will furnish the county attorney's office with 
a list of names of all persons, firms, and cor- 
porations who have failed to file schedules, 
and County Attorney Lewis will start suit 
against them at once.

Galveston, Tex, July 238. — [Special. 
William Davies of Groveton, Tex., a legless 
man 29 years of age, furnished the most 
thrilling experience of any of the storm vic- 
tims so far recorded. He was a guest at the 
Tarpon fishing pier, located on the north jetty 
six miles from Galveston, in the gulf, and 
with others was thrown into the sea when the 
big building was demolished by the hurri- 
cane. 

Before the building collapsed Davis had dis- 
carded his two cork legs. Catching some of 
the débris, he was carried about fifteen miles 
seaward on the storm tide. Washed time 
and time again from the raft, when it finally 
broke up he was sent adrift in the gulf. 

Searching about for débris to catch on to he 
was astounded to see his cork legs floating 
‘with the current. but with great presence of 
mind he grabbed them. With as sup- 
porti under his arms, he swam back into the 
bay.and was carmed by the tides Into Gal- 
vest upper bay, thirty miles from where 
the pier collapsed. Later he was picked up 
by a boat. 

He was in the water thirty hours, twelve 
of which he was battling with the storm 
waves. Shortly after being taken out he be- 
came delirious; but will recover. Davies lost 
his legs by being run over by an engine at 
the world’s fair in Chicago, in 1893. He 
then was 18 years old. His father is a mine 
inspector in Illinois.

HOLDUP MEN ROB EMIGRANTS 
ON TRAIN BETWEEN STATIONS. 


Erie Conductor Learns of Bandits’ Suc- 
cess and Getaway Only When Noise 
of Victims Reaches Him. 


New York, July 28. — [Special. When the 
‘Erie Umited reached Paterson, N. J., today 
the conductor learned that a holdup had been 
pulled off while the train was running at a 
forty ‘mile clip between Jersey City and 
Paterson. The noise the victims were mak- 
ing gave him the first news of the robbery. 

The two rear cars were occupied by sixty 
emigrants. Two men entered the emigrant 
cars just after the limited left Jersey City.

FLYING ACROSS THE CHANNEL. 
The narrowest part of the ‘strait of 
Dover is twenty miles wide. The aver- 
age width of the English channel is sev- 
enty miles. When these distances are 
compared with. those made by several 
aeronauts the likelihood that an attempt 
to fly through the air from Calais to 
Dover or between other points on oppo- 
site sides of the channel will be success- 
tal is evident. 

Wilbur Wright in a motor aeroplane 
flew sixty-one miles on Sept. 21 last, re- 
maining in the air an hour and thirty-two 
minutes. Two weeks later, carrying a 
companion with him, he covered nearly 
forty-four miles, being in the air over an 
hour. On July 1, 1908, Count von Zep- 
pelin, in a dirigible balloon, was in the 
air for twelve hours, averaging thirty- 
four miles-an hour. A German military 
dirigible last September covered 500 miles 
in thirteen hours. 

Hubert Latham, who tried to fly across 
the channel in a monoplane but fell into 
the water after going sixteen miles, says 
he is ready to try again. A bad car- 
buretor is blamed for the trouble experi- 
enced in the first attempt. M. Bleriot will 
try with an aeroplane... The Wrights say 
that they could make the trip easily if it 
appealed to them as worth doing. They 
have made far greater distances, traveling 
in a-circle. If they were as successful in 
a straightaway test the chanhel crossing 
would be easy. 

The aeronautic feats which involve long- 
er time in the air and greater distance 
than the channel flight are becoming in- 
creasingly common. The water hazard 
adds an element of risk and daring. But 
the passage from cliff to cliff has already 
taken its place with other competitions in 
sport. Some one is likely to make it any 
day, and, as the mechanisms for flight

THE TETANUS VICTIMS. 
The success of the movement in Chi- 


‘cago for a saner and safer Fourth was 


hailed as soon as the celebration was 
over. The list of fatalities was so smail 
as to be negligible almost. The an- 
nouncement made the morning after still 
stands, although more than a fortnigit 
has passed. The usual story of death re- 
sulting from wounds has not been told. 
For Chicago, at least, the earnest efforts 
for a marked and decided change in 
methods of commemoration of Independ- 
ence day have been rewarded in a most 
gratifying way. , 

The rest of the country has not been 
so fortunate. Day after day the tele- 
graph brings its message of death from 
tetanus. The details are familiar ones. 
The toy pistol, the toy cannon, the can- 
non cracker, the revolver, the blank car- 
tridge, and each of the other prohibited 
things figures in the record. Where they 
were not forbidden and where the “ sane 
and safe” movement was not supported 
the accustomed results have followed 
until the total has reached 140, victims 
of the enthusiasm of the celebration in 
1909. 

The fierce charges of the British at 
Bunker Hill were attended with a total 
loss in killed, wounded, and missing of 
only 1,054. The killed and missing on 
the American side in that famous fight 
were 145, practically the death roll sv 
far reported in connection with the com- 
memoration of independence 133 years 
after the declaration. Such comparisons 
have often been made before. They 
should be made impossible because of 
saner actions on the part of American 
citizens in the future. It has been proved 
that the slaughter can be checked in 
Chicago, as it was also done elsewhere. 
A still more general adoption of the new 
policy is to be expected pext summer.

Immadiately after the ceremony of mar- 
riage the count went through the legal form 
of legitimizing his wife's illegitimate son. 
recognizing the child under oath as his own 
offspring. Then he died. 

The widow thereupon went to live at Dres- 
den, and, styling herself “the Countess 
Emerich Leiningen- Westerburg and her 
little boy “Count Maximilian Leiningen- 
Westerburg.“ put forward demands upon the 
chief of the family for an income from the 
joint entafled property of the house of Lein- 
ingen- Westerburg. Before this annuity was 
granted, inquiries were instituted, and these 
led to the discovery that the Almanach de 
Gotha was wrong in describing the late 
Count Dmerich as “ divorced,” and that he 
had been merely judicially separated at VI- 
enna, and had therefore not been free to 
contract another marriage. 

It also was ascertained that Mile. von Nor- 
deck’s child. could not possibly be his off- 
spring, since he never had met her, or even 
heard of her, until eight days before his death 
that ie to say, when her boy was 8 years 
old. 

On the strength of these discoveries the 
courts at Frankfort have just decreed that 
the second marriage of the late Count Emer- 
ich Leiningen was as invalid as his legitimiz- 
ation of the little boy, and that therefore 
neither Mile. von Nordeck nor her child 
could any longer bear the name of Leiningen.

This Count Emerich of Leiningen, who 
thus continued a criminal even on his death- 
bed, was the blackest sheep of the ancient 
house of Leiningen, which dates back to the 
twelfth century. Queen Victoria’s mother 
belonged to it by her first marriage. In- 
déed, the late queen's half sister, to whom 
she was so devoted, was Princess Feodore of 
Leiningen, mother of Prince Hermann 
Hohenlohe, until recently governor general 
of Alsace-Lofraine. 

Some sixteen years ago Count Enierich 
was arrested in London, tried, convicted. 
and sentenced to a term of hard labor, for 
not one but several particularly atrocious 
Offenses in connection with what is known 
as the white slave trade.“ 

There is no doubt that on account of the 
man’s connections the matter would have 
been hushed up and he himself hustled out 
of the country had not his police record, both 
in England and on the continent, been so 
infamous. For it was shown in court that 
he had served at least one long term in an 
Austrian prison for fraud and forgery in 
1873 


With. regard to his first wife, from whom 
he was judicially separated in Vienna, but 
not divorced, she had been a barmaid, and, 
after quitting her husband, drifted all over 
the world, among other places to Buenos 
Aires and New York, finally landing again 
in Vienna, where she coolly styled herself 
Princess Marie Leiningen, and ended by 
being jafled for much the same offenses as 
her husband—fraud and the “ white slave 
trade.“ 

It Is only fair to add that there is another 
Count Emerich Leiningen, who belongs, 
however, to the Billigheim and senior branch 
of the family. He is a different kind of a 
man, is a member of the house of lords of 
the grandduchy of Baden. is a veteran of the 
papal army, and is the widower of the Bel- 
gian comtesse de Ribeaucourt.

This was done under the direction of Lord 
Redesdale, who is probably the greatest liv- 
ing landscape gardener. Formerly Redesdale 
used to go by the name of Bertie Mitford, 
and will as such be remembered by many as 
the author of that fascinating and one time 
popular work entitled Tales of Old Japan.” 

The Canadian maple has been used ex- 
tensively by Lord Redesdale in laying out the 
new gardens at Balmoral. In fact, it is to be 
seen everywhere. 

— 

While on the subject of King Edward's 
residences I may add that for the first time 
since his accession, and, indeed, almost with- 
in human memory, the exterior of Bucking- 
ham palace is to be repainted. Since the de- 
mise of Queen Victoria the interior of the 
palace has been entirely redecorated and re- 
furnished, while the extensive grounds have 
been re-laid out, under the direction of Lord 
Redesdale. Hitherto the exterior of the 
palace, however, has received no attention, 
largely owing to Considerations of expense, 
which fall, not upon the king’s purse, but 
upon the government, since it will have to be 
paid for by parliament. 

Thanks to the snfoke and soot which fill 
the atmosphere of the British metropolis 
(to the extent of thousands of tons, accord- 
ing to recent chemical investigation) the ex- 
terior of the palace, at no time beautiful, 
presents the most dingy, not to say abso- 
lutely grimy, appearance, the dirt being all 
the more noticeable by reason of the contrast 
with the beautiful marble of the great me- 
morjal to Queen Victoria, now facing it.

Ags time 
passed on, however, Mr. White himself be- 
came accusatory toward the gigantic com- 


bines, political and commercial, which hold 


this country in their grasp, and he has done 
hie share of the exposition of illegally con- 
ducted and iniquitous mergers and political 
machines. Nor has he ever felt discoun- 
tenanced by the term “ muck raker,”’ feeling, 
mo dowbt, that it takes more than an inge- 
nious opprobrious term to make a fight 
against cOmmercial and political vice con- 
temptible. 

He offers now a book of singular power 
and peculiar cheracterietics entitled “A 
CERTAIN RICH MAN” (the Macmillan 
company). I do not hesitate to say that this 
is as American and substantial as anything 
Mr. Winston Churchill ever offered, and that 
in sympathy, imagination, and intimacy it 
far surpasses anything Mr. Churchill has 
done. It has but one quality which calls 
for adverse criticism, and that may as well 
be mentioned and got out of the way at the 
outset. This is a reminiscent vein which 
pervades the whole of the book, and prevents 
the reader from sweeping along with the 
current of the story. One is patient with this 
style during the first 40,000 or 50,000 words, 
but as the long novel progresses, and the 
recollection of dusty yesterdays continues, 
one has a smothered feeling, and longs to 
have the feeling of ra- 


dramatic form of fiction, no matter ia what 
century the tale may be placed. 


“A Certain Rich Man is a story which has 
its beginnings in the fifties and which con- 
cludes in the present day, and the locale is 
“bleeding Kansas“ Although the title 
might convey the impression that the novel 
is a sort of fictional biography, as a matter 
of fact, it is the history of a village, and 
some of the characters who are the most 
enjoyable and likely to live longest in the 
memory are persons who were inconspicuous 
in the village of Sycamore Ridge. 

The.” rich man,” John Barclay, began life 

as a poor boy, the son of a Kansas pioneer 
who was numbered among the martyrs of 
abolition. He and his mother lived in a 
house of one room, and she did the most ardu- 
ous manual labor to care for him. When 
the war broke out he, a lad of 11, hid in a 
supply wagon and was with the men of his 
town when they, with other raw troops, en- 
gaged in the border skirmish known as the 
battle of Wilson's creek. Here he saw sights 
too terrible for childish eyes—saw the sham- 
bles in which the surgeons worked—and the 
sight somehow seed his soul.” In his 
effort to resist being overcome by the horror 
something within him hardened 2. that it 
could not be melted, and when, ra few. 
weeks, he wae sent home, wounded so that 
he was lame for life, his native energy had 
gained a tremendous acceleration and his 
tenderness had somehow departed. 
True, he continued to love and reverence 
his mother, and he married a good girl, 
toward whom he entertained sentiments of 
undeviating loyalty, and in time his daughter 
became the apple of his eyes. But these were 
family feelings, and these women were & 
part of himself. He protected them as 
fiercely as the stag protects its doe, but 
toward the world he was relentless. 

A pirate could have been no more merci- 
less. His policy of Dusiness was to take ad- 
vantage of every misfortune or disability 
that might come to others. The grasshopper 
seasons, the panic, the political fume, the 
years of all served him, and he op- 
erated so well and so unscrupulously that be- 
fore his career was ended he was the richest 
man in the Mississippi valley. In the process 
of accumulating his fortune he had broken 
the hearts of several friends, he was re- 
sponsible for the death of two, and the lives 
which he had wrecked among those he did 
not know would have made an appalling 


total. 


* 


To be sure, the day came when the gods of 
John Barclay's worship were revealed to him 
with their brazen feet and their senseless 
eyes. His wife perished of typhoid as the ro- 
sult of hie opposition to a new water system, 
she being but one of scores who perished. 
His daughter lost her true love as the result 
of Barclay’s unscrupulous methods, which 
the honest hearted lover was obliged to com- 
bat, his friends fell from him, and all men 
feared him. : 

“Day after day, until the days and nights 
became a week and the week repeated itself 
until nearly a month was gone, John Barclay, 
dry eyed and all but dumb, paced the terrace 
before his home by night, and by day roamed 
through the noisy mill or wandered through 
his desolate house, seeking peace that would 
not come to him. The whole foundation of 
his scheme of life was crumbling beneath 
him. He had built thirty-five years of his 
manhood upon the theory that the human 
brain is the god of things as they are and 
as they must be. The structure of his life 
was an imposing edifice, and men called it 
great and successful. Yet as he walked his 
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is a matter 


lonely way in those black days that followed 
Jane's death, there came into his conselous- 
ness a strong, overmastering conviction, 
which he dared not accept, that his house was 
built on sand. For there were things out- 
side of his plans, outside of his beliefs, com- 
ing into hie life, bringing calamity, sorrow,“ 
and tragedy with them into his own circle of 
friends, into his own household, into his own. 
heart. As he walked through the dull, lonely 
hours he could not escape the vague feeling, 
though he fought it as one mad fights for his 
delusion, that all the tragedies piling up 
about him came from his own mistakes. 

He comes at last upon pity—comes upon it 
as men in a desert come upon a epring of 
cold water—and in his compassion for others 
he drowns his shame and the memory of his 
fatal gr@d, and all the “ladder of sins” 
which he had climbed. Then he comesto his 
death as befits the man who was once alittle 
hero of the battle of Wilson's creek. ~ 

John Barclay is the protagonist of the 
story, it is true, yet Mr. White has followed 
naturalistic rather than artistic methods 
in his treatment of him. He has not kept 
him conspicuously in the foreground and cer- 
tainly no brief is held for Him. To have a 
protagonist who lies withéut the realm of 
love or approval makes it difficult for a writer 
to hold the attention of the reader, and to 
conduct a successful story. without a heroine 
re difficult still. Mr. White 
holds the atténtion, but he does not greatly 
stir the emotions, because his method of tell- 
ing his tale makes it seem too remote and im- 
personal. The lack of focus, the absence of 
the dramatic, the sprawling of the story, so 
to speak, over a whole community. breaks up 
the sympathy and lowers the emotional in- 
terest. It seems more than likely that an 
English audience, not interested in reminis- 
cence concerning an American community, 
would feel this keenly. But Americans will 

the matter differently. They will en- 
joy the casting back over the stirring events 
of the middle west, and they will greet as 
friends and neighbors the characters te 
which Mr. White has given a typical Sig- 
nificance. 

Rumor has it that Mr. White wrote and 
rewrote this story many times and that the 
ex¢ellent critic who presides over the affairs 
of the Macmillan company accepted thie 
story with extraordinary enthusiasm, offer- 


ang Mr, White such a reward as the writers 


of few novele know. One congratulates Mr. 
White, not only upon his achievement but 
upon the appreciation of it.

Mr. Ernest Oldmeadow has written the 
romance of a Portuguese monk, incorporat- 
ing in it many a picturesque page of descrip- 
tion, and some vivid character delineation. 
ANTONIO“ ig the title (The Century com- 
pany), and the story relates the faithfulness 
of a young monk of high birth, expelled with 
all his fellow Benedictines from their mon- 
astery upon the day of his ordination. An- 
tonio goes back into the world, hae a period of 
enlarging experience in England and other 
countries, and returns to Portugal to make a 
fortune as a wine grower, sufficient to enable 
him to recover the monastery. Temptation 
aseeile him in vain, and his beatitude is the 
realization of his ideals. 

The heroine, who hag besieged his love in 
vain, becomes a sister of the Visitation. Mr. 
Oldmeadow is in sympathy with his subject 
and counts his celibate a sterling hero. There 
may be many. who will feel the eloquence of 
the appeal, but the present reader confesses 
to have been left cold. It is easy, however, 
to enjoy many of the scenes and chapters 
unreservedly. The book may be commended 
for its appreciation of the picturesque, even 
though the theme seems to the present day 
mind to be fantastic. 


Among those who might appreciate it is Mr. 
Edward Hutton, whose book, IN UN- 
KNOWN TUSCANY,” lies at hand. Mr. 
Hutton grows ever closer in acquaintance 
with hie Italy, and beholding ft as he does, 
with the eyes of a rigorous Catholic, he brings 
a peculiar fervor to his description of the 
beauties of shrines, holy pictures, and statu- 
ary, and the great fanes of the land where 
God and beauty have for centuries been wor- 
shiped side by side. 

A traveler with an inquisitive mind and of 
an adventurous disposition, Mr. Hutton seeks 
out places little known and makes himself 
well acquainted with them. He seldom per- 
mits himself to describe a place or a work of 
art already well known to the reading and 
traveling public, and he has a happy faculty 
of evading hackneyed phrases. In Unknown 
Tuscany is a chotce book for the happy trav- 
eler who need not hasten on his way, and who 
may pause to read. The {llustrations are re- 
productions of charming water colors by O.

Being Selections from the Classical Poets of 
China,” is rendered by one of the editors, 
L. Cranmer-Byng. He also writes a gen- 
eral introduction which treats of the poetry 
of China, and also short introductions pre- 
ceding his selections taken m the works 
of the nineteen poets represented. A short 
bibliography is added as an appendix. The 
selections, while not lengthy, afford an op- 
portunity of obtaining a slight gMmpse of the 
Chinese poetic muse. The glimpse results 
only in respect and many times in some- 
thing more. The range of poetic subjects 
is wide, as wide and varied as might be found 
in a similar collection from any other land. 
This book, too, has its message and its mis- 
sion. It likewise hae an intrinsic interest 
ot its own, for the poetry of the east, of 
China especially, is too little known among 
us. 


Some English women writers have an irri- 
tating habit of using initials only for their 
Christian names, so that the ordinary reader 
does not know the sex of the writer. Others 
use masculine pen names and so disguise 
their personality. Few French and no Amer- 
ican writers that we know do this now. 
“George Paston, compiler of delightful 
English memoirs, is a woman, and now we 
learn that G. B. Lancaster, who has writ- 
ten stories of New Zealand, Australia, and 
the South seas, ig no other than Miss 
Edith J. Lyttleton, a resident of New Zealand 
who is now traveling in Canada and the 
United States. 

Certainly nothing in her literary style be- 
trays the fact that she is a woman, for it is 
hardly possible to imaging a more forceful 
hand than that which penned The Altar 
Stairs, The Tracks We Tread,” A Spur 
to Smite,” and other books. She made her 
first success in a short story contest and 
since then has devoted herself to writing fic- 
tion. G. B. Lancaster was the name of 
her first dero, and she has used it as a 
pseudonym since then. 

“Sons o Men,“ her first bock to be pub- 
lished, was a collection of short stories, all 
dealing with the same country and largely 
with the same characterm It was success- 
ful everywhere, and several editions were 
brought out in various countries. An idea 
of the strenuousness of the careers por- 
trayed in it may be gained from some of 
the titles: Sand of the Desert,” “A Little 
Matter of Law,” “ Hell-for-Leather,” “ The. 
Tail of the Rope,“ and Another Man's Lia- 
bilit es.“ 

Miss Lyttleton's first book came out about 
five years ago, and since then she has pro- 
duced a book every year or so. Her latest, 
called “Jim of the Ranges she has juet 
completed, and expects to have it published 
serially in New York before it is brought out 
in book form. In “ Jim of the Ranges she 
returns to her early field, the life of the men 


in the sheep country, a field she abandoned 
in her previous book, “ The Altar Stairs,” 
which deals with missionary life in the Solo- 
mon islands.

“ MENTAL MEDICINE: SOME PRACTI-

STANDPOINT ” (T. Y. Crowell & Co.) isa 
book by Oliver Hudul giving the substance of 
five conferences he held with young men of 
the T. M. C. A. at Johns Hopkins Medical 
school The several conferences are entitled 
Mental and Spiritual Factors in Problems 
of Health,” “The Therapeutic Value of 
Faith, and Prayer,’ “ Possibility of the Con- 
trol of the Subconsciousness,”’ Some Ele- 
ments in Moral Mood,“ The Higher Fac- 
tors in the Re&ducation of the nerves.” 

The lectures take a middle course between 
Christian Science and the hypnotic sugges- 
tion aspect of mental healing, pointing out 
the fallacies and mistakes and dangers of 
both. Nothing positive is given, as a creed or 
working basis, but those young men who are 
to be physicians are urged to take account of 
the mental attitude of their future patients, 
and to work in harmony with their spiritual 
adviser. There is a certain value and force 
to help in these lectures, but they are not the 
vital writings that other books on the same 
subject have been. They present no néw 
ideas or new viewpoints; they plead for san- 
‘ty and appropriateness in the use of mental 
aids to physical weakness. In them the re- 
ligious aspect of mental healing is accent- 
uated, due, the author states, to the char- 
acter of the audiences to whom the lectures 
were delivered. Prof. Lewellyn F. Barker of 
the medical school has written an introduc- 
tion to the volume.
